Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  HAVE  THE  HONOUR  TO  SUBMIT  THE  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1963. 

Certain  items  stand  out  for  particular  comment: 

STATISTICS. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  is  based 

ON  A  CALCULATION. 

During  1963  there  were  58  more  births  and  63  more  deaths 
THAN  IN  1962.  199  OF  THE  DEATHS  WERE  OF  PEOPLE  AGED  73  AND  OVER. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  main  bulk  of  the  notifications  were  of  cases  of  measles. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  suspected  case  of  psittacosis  in  a 
Macaw  parrot  was  notified  by  a  local  Veterinary  Surgeon. 
Investigations  were  made  and  it  was  found  that,  due  to  travel  by 

THE  OWNERS,  SEVERAL  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  WERE  INVOLVED,  SEVEN  IN  ALL. 

Surveillance  of  contacts  was  made  for  sixteen  days  but  no  cases 

DEVELOPED  IN  HUMANS. 

The  statistical  table  shows  one  notification  of  food 
poisoning.  This  concerns  a  notification  of  salmonella  typhi  murium 

INFECTION  AT  I BSTOCK .  INVESTIGATION  BY  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
REVEALED  THAT  A  NUMBER  OF  OTHER  ASSOCIATED  PEOPLE  HAD  HAD  SIMILAR 
SYMPTOMS,  ALL  OF  WHOM  HAD  ATTENDED  A  WEDDING  RECEPTION  LUNCHEON 
AT  WHICH  THERE  WERE  94  GUESTS  FROM  VARIOUS  DISTRICTS.  THE  CATERING 
WAS  CARRIED  OUT  BY  A  FIRM  IN  AN  ADJOINING  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  AREA. 

All  possible  interested  public  health  departments  WERE  INFORMED. 
Although  no  further  bacteriological  confirmation  was  obtained  of 

A  MORE  WIDESPREAD  OUTBREAK  THAN  THE  STATISTICS  INDICATE,  THIS 
INCIDENT  SERVES  AS  AN  EXAMPLE  OF  THE  POSSIBLE  FAR-REACHING  EFFECTS 
OF  A  CONTAMINATED  COMMUNAL  MEAL. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  1963  the  Council  expressed  itself  in  favour  of  the 

POLICY  OF  ADJUSTING  THE  LEVEL  OF  FLUORIDE  IN  DRINKING  WATER  TO  ONE 
PART  PER  MILLION  IN  ORDER  TO  PREVENT  DENTAL  DECAY  IN  INFANTS  AND 
YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

TWO  "POCKETS"  REQUIRING  PIPED  SUPPLIES  REMAINED,  VIZ: 

Bull  in  the  Oak  area  and  Copt  Oak. 

Complaints  regarding  discolouration  of  piped  water 

SUPPLIES  WERE  REFERRED  TO  THE  LEICESTER  WATER  DEPARTMENT  AND 
EXPLANATORY  REPLIES  WERE  RECEIVED. 
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RE HOUSING. 


The  majority  of  the  requests  for  medical  support  for 

APPLICANTS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES  CAME  FROM  THE  I BSTOCK  AND 
Markfield  AREAS. 

FNV I RQNMENTAL  PROBLEMS . 

Major  nuisance  problems  requiring  attention  during 

THE  YEAR  WERE ; - 

1.  Quarry  dust  affecting  houses  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Bradgate  Quarry. 

2.  Noise  from  Mallory  Park  Racing  Circuit. 

3.  Fumes  from  Colliery  Spoil  Banks. 

4.  Smoke  from  Ibstock  Brick  &  Tile  Works, 

5.  Fumes  emitted  during  "Salting"  at  Ellistown 
Brick  &  Pipe  Works. 

6.  The  stacking  of  manure  in  heaps  on  highway  verges. 
None  of  these  problems  has  ended  with  a  clear  cut 

SOLUT ION. 


PURI  1C  CONVENIENCES. 

The  recommended  provision  of  Public  Conveniences  in 
Market  Bosworth  village  leads  one  to  consider  a  matter  which  is 
giving  rise  to  considerable  concern  throughout  the  country,  viz. 
Sanitary  conditions  in  lay-bys.  The  pollution  of  verges  on  main 

ROADS  AND  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF  LAY-BYS  IS  DUE  TO  THE  LACK  OF 
SANITARY  FACILITIES  ON  TRUNK  ROADS  AWAY  FROM  THE  BUILT  UP  AREAS. 

The  reason  for  stating  that  the  need  is  away  from  built  up  areas 

13  THAT  THIS  IS  THE  ONLY  WAY  OF  AVOIDING  LARGE  ACCUMULATIONS  OF 
PARKED  VEHICLES,  PARTICULARLY  OF  THE  HEAVY  COMMERCIAL  TYPE  IN  THE 
NEIGHBOURHOOD  OF  TOWN  CONVENIENCES.  THIS  IS  A  PROBLEM  WHICH  WILL 
ULTIMATELY  HAVE  TO  BE  FACED  BY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCILS  IN 
CONJUNCTION  WITH  HIGHWAY  AUTHORITIES.  THE  CONTAMINATED  LAY-BY 
IS  NOT  MERELY  A  NUISANCE,  IT  IS  PREJUDICIAL  TO  HEALTH.  A  BIG 
STEP  FORWARD  TOWARDS  LAY-BY  SANITATION  HAS  BEEN  MADE  BY  A 
COMMERCIAL  FIRM  WHICH  HAS  PERFECTED  A  " SELF -EMPTY  I NG"  CHEMICAL 
SANITATION  SYSTEM.  ONE  OF  THESE  INSTALLATIONS  IS  ALREADY  IN 
OPERATION  ON  THE  A. 40  TRUNK  ROAD  IN  OXFORDSHIRE.
